HISTORICAL NOTES 
ST. GEORGE'S WEST END

On August 15th, 1858, a little child of the Whiteley family (then resi- 
dent of Cardington, Delaware County, Pa.-- just over the Western boundary 
of the City of Philadelphia) was taken to St. James!, Kingsessing, for 
Baptism. The Rector of St. James! was the Rev. Charles A. Maison, D. D., 
and St. James' was three miles from Cardington, toward the South. This 
circumstance led to inquiries about church people living in Cardington, 
of whom there were a goodly number, since most of the operatives in the 
cotton mill there were English people who had been attached to the Church 
of England until the time of their coming to the States. Dr. Maison re- 
ceived these people into his spiritual care, and began to plan for a 
Mission at Cardington. 


The first service in connection with the present St. George's was held 

in Cardington by the Rev. Charles A. Maison, D. D. at the.residence of 
Mr. Joseph Whiteley, on Monday evening, April 18th, 1859, the attendance 
being over thirty. It is recorded that all the prayer books used at that 
service were brought from England by those present. From this time. 
Occasional services were held in the same house by the Rector of St. James' 
Kingsessing, until June 1866. After this, services were held from time 
to time for the Cardington people in the Chapel of the Burd Asylum(63rd 
to 66th Streets on West Chester Road, Upper Darby, Pa.). Then follows an 
interregnum when services were discontinued until they were resumed by 
Dr. Maison, and continued by him regularly once a month, in the afternoon 
or evening, in the small frame Schoolhouse in Cardington. 


A Parish was organized under the name and title of St. George's Church, 
West End, on Sunday June 20th, 1869. The Rev. Charles A. Maison was . 
elected Rector. The services continued to be held in Cardington until 
October following, because of the difficulty experienced in finding a 
suitable plot of Ground on which to build the proposed Church. 


Early in the following year, 1870, Mr. Henry S. Henry presented to the 

Vestry eight lots of ground at the Southwest corner of Hazel Avenue and 
Sixty-first Street, West End, and steps were taken at once for building 
the present stone Church. | 


Ground was broken on St. George's day, by John E. Whiteley(Son of John 
Whiteley) who was the first male communicant from Cardington in St. James 
Church, Kingsessing. 


The cornerstone was laid June 4th, 1870, by Bishop Stevens, in the pre- 
sence of a large congregation. Addresses were made by the Bishop, the Rev. 
E. A. Hoffman, D. D. of St. Mark's, and by the Rev. Charles A. Maison. 


The Church was formally opened for worship by Bishop Stevens on the Feast 
of the Circumcision, January 1, 1871. In connection with tais opening 
service, Holy Baptism was administered to five children, among whom was 
Charles Henry Bardsley, a former Warden of the Parish. 


After the opening of the Church, services were continued regularly every 
Sunday by the Rev. Charles A. Maison, Rector, with the help of the lay- 
readers, students from the Divinity School, among whom was James H. B. 
Brooks. Mr. Brooks was ordained deacon in St. Andrew's Wilmington, Del. 
by Bishop Alfred Lee, on June 27th, 1371, and at once was elected Assist- 
ant Minister of St. George's. He was advanced to the Priesthood by 
Bishop Stevens in St. James', Kingsessing, on the Feast of St. Michael, 
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Sunday, September 29, 1872, and shortly afterwards succeeded to the 
Rectorship of the Parish, on the resignation of the Rev. Charles A. 
Maison, on November 25th, 1872. Mr. Brooks was thus the first resident 
Rector of St. George's. 


He resigned August 1st, 1873, having served the Parish as layreader, 
Deacon and Priest in turn for two years and seven months. 


The next Rector was the Rev. William C. Cooley, who seems to have held 
the Rectorshiv for about’ two years, until June, 1875. The Rev. S. Н. 
Phillips then succeeded, remaining for about a year, in which time a 
fràme- Sunday School Building was erected in the rear of the Church on 
Hazel_Avenue. This building, with another small frame structure built 
later in the field on the South side of the Rectory, continued to afford 
all the accoymodation there was for Sunday School and Guild purpose until 
1914, when the prese^t Parish House was begun and put into service. 


Following the resignation of the Rev. S. Н. Phillips, services were main- 
tained by Mr. A. G. Baker as lay reader until his ordination as Deacon, 
when he became Minister-in-charge until his resignation, November 18, 1878. 


A TIME OF TROUBLE 
(From an account in "The Public Ledger", pasted in one of the old Registers). 


"At the time of the Church's erection in 1870, the property had been mort- 
gaged to the extent of $6,000., and in November, 1278, the mortgage was fore- 
closed, and the Church building advertised for sale by the sheriff. The 
amount of the mortgage was raised, however, principally by private sub- 
scription largely through the exertions of Mr. Hugh Whiteley, then one of 

St. George's Church Wardens. The members of the congregation also freely 
contributed according to their ability, and the final payment was made and 
property saved in January, 1879. On the 26th of that month a "Service of 
Praise and Thanksgiving" was held, and Bishop Stevens consecrated the 

Church on the following Easter Monday, April 14th, 1879. | 


A printed statement by the Parish Treasurer at this time, and duly audited, 
Shows that the actual amount of the indebtedness paid on the Church building 
was $7,064.02. 


It is to be observed that by this time the Parish, by reason of business 
changes in the vicinity, had suffered much on account of the removal of 

many of its members to other parts, so that it was found a Rector could not 
be sup»orted, and had it not been for the services of lay readers, the Church 
would have been closed. In November of 1878, Mr. A. D. Heffern, at that 

time a student of the Philadelphia Divinity School, served as lay reader 

for about six months. As a Memorial of his connection with the Parish, there 
remain the handsome Elm Trees, which were planted by him, and are now a 
leading feature in the adornment of the Church property. 


The next event of ітпогіапсе was the coming of the Rev. N. Е. Robinson(later 
of the Cowley Fathers, Oxford, England) as Rector, on August 10th, 1879. | 
In this short time a boy choir was organized; a proper Altar erected in the 
Church, and a Mission started at Fernwood, Delaware County, Pa., which was 
afterwards removed to Lansdowne, Pa., and is now the flourishing Parish of 
St. John the Evangelist. 


In August of the 1881, a plot of ground adjoining the Church property on the 
South, and comprising three lots on the Northwest corner of 61st Street and 
Cedar Avenue, were purchased with a view to the future needs of the Parish 
consequent upon the expected development of the neighborhood. Іп a time of 
financial difficulty in 1884, these lots were disposed of at a slight advance 
on the purchase price, and six years later, in 1891, they were again most

wisely repurchased by the Parish, together with a fourth lot(also adjoining) 
and are now occupied by the Rectory, which was moved from its former site 
near the Church in. order to make room for the erection of the new Parish 
House. 


In September of the year 1881, the Rev. Gideon J. Burton, of the Burd Asylum 
(a Church home for girls of widowed parent) accepted a call to the Rectorship 
of St. George's in addition to his other duties. He served the Parish for 
over six years without salary, finally resigning in November, 1887. During 
Mr. Burton's Rectorship Pew Rents were abolished, and St. George's made 
a free church. The Rectory was built at a cost of $3400.. This amount was 
raised-partly by gifts and donations and partly by the labors of Mrs. Burton, 
and the Mite Society, later known as the Rectory Fund Society, which has 
continued its work of caring for the Rectory until the present time. 


Another very remarkable Parish Organization, the Ladies' Guild, was formed 
in the year 1884, during Mr. Burton's Rectorship. This Society had a contin- 
uous existence and numbered some eighty or ninety members. 


During Dr. Burton's Rectorship, he had as his assistants in the Parish work 
the Rev. Fletcher Clark and the Rev. Loring W. Batten, also the following 
gentlemen as Lay-readers, all of whom later received Holy Orders: Henry B. 
Bryan; W. H. Brown; Charles Mercer Hall and Charles W. Boyd. 


The Rev. Lowing W. Batten, who was Dr. Burton's last assistant and most 
active helper in the work of building the Rectory, succeeded him as Rector 
in November 1887, and remained at St. George's until September, 1890, when 
he accepted a Proféssorship at the Philadelphia Divinity School, where, in 
addition to his work at St. George's, he had been serving for two years as 
Instructor in Hebrew. Before he left the Parish, Mr. Batten succeeded in 
adding a third story to the Rectory. | Гу 


Dr. Batten was succeeded at St. George's by the Rev. S. Lord Gilberson, tie 
former Rector of St. James', Kingsessing. It was in Mr. Gilberson's time 
thet the Lots above mentioned at the corner of 61st St. and Cedar Avenue . 
were re-purchased and firmly secured for the Parish, and a small frame build- 
ing erected thereon for the use of the Infant Class of the Sunday School, 

and for purposes of recreation by the young people of the Parish. New heat- 
ers were placed in Church, and main Sunday School Buildings, and the entire 
property enclosed with an ornamental iron fence. 


On the evening of February 23rd, 1892, a fire broke out in the Rectory, which 
partially destroyed the third floor, and entirely destroyed Mr. Gilberson's 
fine Library. The damage to the building very happily was covered by in- 
surance. It amounted to $900.00. | 


Оп the evening of May Ist, 1892 Mr. Gilberson's tenure at St. George's ended, 
when he resigned to become Assistant Rector of the Church of the Saviour. 
His leaving was greatly regretted by the people of St. George's. 


For the next two years the Parish was served by the Rev. C. W. Boyd, who re- 
Signed on the day of his Ordination to the Priesthood. 


On August 1st, 1894, the Rev. Frank Pickney Clark came from the Chaplaincy 
of the Episcopal Hospital to St. George's and remained until November Ist, 
1897. In January of 1896 the Parish celebrated the Silver Jubilee of the 
opening of the Church. It was a memorable occasion, participated in by 
Bishop Whitaker, Dr. Maison(the Founder) and several of the former clergy 
of the Parish. 
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On January 1st, 1898, the Rev. George Rogers assumed charge of the Parish 
and remained for almost eight years of devoted service, the well known 
and greatly beloved Pastor of a people poor in this world's goods, but 
faithful and persevering in the face of many difficulties for those were 
lean years in West End. 
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At Advent, 1903, Walter Loring Webb became Organist at St. George's for 
the second time. А Vested Choir was formed, and a movement started for the 
purchase of a new Pipe Organ. An amount of $750. was raised in the Parish 
to meet an equal amount contributed by Mr. Andrew Carnegie, and the present 
very good Estey Organ, with water motor attachment, was installed at a total 
cost of $1750., and dedicated on the evening of October 12th, 1904. 


The Rev. Charles B. Williams, Ph. D. succeeded the Rev. George Rogers as 
Minister-in-charge in October, 1905, remaining until May 515%, 1907. In 
this time Dr. Williams was instrumental in getting a new furnace and "Vapor" 
heating system installed in the Rectory. He also had the exterior of the 
Church repointed at a cost of $600. Several changes and improvements were 
also made at this time in the interior, and a fund was started for decorat- 
ing the interior, which through all the years since the Church was built had 
remained with the rough gray plaster finish without any attempt at adornment. 


In the year 1906, the phenomenal growth of population in West Philacelphia 
began to change the aspect of the neighborhood in and around West End, and 
the matter of making St. George's once more "An independent and self-sup- 
porting Parish" was broached. In the minutes of a meeting neld January 26th, 
1907 the following preambles and resolution are recorded: 


"Whereas the Vestry of St. George's Church has for some time been 
desirous that the Church should resume its former status as a self 
supporting Parish, and 


Whereas the financial and material prosperity of the Parish is now 
Such that it seems practicable to assume such a status during the 
coming fiscal year. It is, therefore, 


Resolved that the Vestry discontinue application to the Convocation 
for financial assistance". 


The above sufficiently declares the disposition of the Parish to bear its 

own burdens and to carry its own responsibilities even beyond the limit of 
its power. At any rate, it was a courageous move to make in view of the fact 
that the total amount raised in the Parish for maintenance during the pre- 
ceding year was less than $800., and the communicant list then numbered less 
than 100. And what St. George's then undertook it has been left almost 
severly alone to do. But the mettle of the Parish has been proved, and tne 
results have more than justified the venture. 


In view of Dr. Williams! resignation at the end of May, 1907, the Vestry had 
with the Bishop's approval, called the Rev. G. La Pla Smith, Curate at St. 
Johns, Norristown, Pa., to the Rectorship od At. George's. He accepted the 
call, and assumed his duties as Rector on Sunday, June 1st, 1907. He was 
instituted by Bishop Whitaker on Sunday morning December 29th of the same 
year, the long and serious illness of the Bishop having prevented the 
Institution taking place at an earlier date. This was the Bishop's first 
Service after his recovery. 
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In the winter of 1907-08 some changes were effected in the interior . 
arrangements, whereby more room was secured for the Choir and Sanctuary- 
without encroaching upon the seating capacity of the Nave, and a Pulpit 
was erected, all of this work being done by some of the men of the Parish 
as a labor of love. 


In the summer of 1908 the electric wires for lighting were renewed and 
placed behind the plaster and then the long contemplated work of decora- 
tion was. carried forward to completion. 


From the winter of 1909-1910 the need of a new Parish House was felt to be 
pressing; the Guild work of the Parish having been for the past few years 
carried on in the Rectory, it being the only confortable place of: meeting 
available in the cold weather. The various Guilds, therefore, set them- 
selves to the task of raising and saving as much as they possibly could 
for this project. | 


The beautiful Marble Font with Angel cover and other embellishments was 
placed in the Church, and hallowed on Michaelmas, 1912. It represents the 
offerings of the Sunday School children and others who were baptised at 
St. George's. 


In the Spring of 1912 the brick Rectory was moved southward one hundred feet 
to the corner of 61st St. and Cedar Ave., in order to make way for the pro- 
posed new Parish House, for which the people were working and begging. The 
Rectory was also improved by a new brick addition to take the place of the 
old frame kitchen, which could noi be moved with the house. Two large bay- 
windows, running up to the second story were also added to the Cedar Avenue 
side of the house, which up to this time had but one opening.. Thus the 
Rectory was made into a cheerful and commodious home for all future Rectors 
of the Parish. The cost of these improvements was met by gifts from several 
of the present Rector's friends from outside the Parish. 


On the evening of Whitsunday, May 3ist, 1914 at the time of his regular 
visitation, Bishop Rhinelander broke ground for the new Parish House just 
before the Evening Service, a very large congregation being present. . About 
Six weeks later Bishop Garland on July 10th, 1914 laid the cornerstone in 
the presence of many of the Clergy.of West Philadelphia, and a multitude of 
Parishioners and other people of the neighborhood. The building was roofed 
in and the basement ready for occupancy by the middle of September following, 
and thus it had to remain until the next Spring, for it had been determined 
to building no farther than the funds would permit. But by the next Autumn 
the upper part was plastered and a steam heating plant installed so that the 
entire building was able to be used. During the summer of 1916 the Balcony 
was added, and the main section of St. George's Parish House stood complete, 
representing a cost of $17,000. | 


In the Fall of 1916 the congregation started a fund for the purpose of fur- 
ther improving the appearance and facilities of the church building by the 
addition of a Porch or Vestibule on the 61st Street front, thus making that 
the Main.Entrance. This was accomplished at a cost of :$1600., a large part 
of which amount was given by friends of the Rector. The new Porch was form- 
ally opened and dedicated by the Rector on the Sunday after Christmas, 
December 31st, 1917. The new Porch has more than justified the effort to 
build it, for it adds very much to the attractiveness of the Church, and has 
been found most practical and convenient. | 


During the year 1917 plans for the enlargement of the Church building, the 
necessity of which has been keenly felt for some time, began to materialize. 
The present Choir, Sanctuary, and Trancepts were given as a Thankoffering 


for the life and work of the Rev. John James Rowan Spong by his wife. 
The work was begun in the summer of 1917, and on June 2nd, 1918, the new 
addition was consecrated by Bishop Rhinelander. This was one of the great- 
est undertakings ever accomplished at St. George's, and gave to the Church 
a choir and Sanctuary of noble proportions and exquisite design, which can 
Scarcely be excelled; also an Organ trancept and Lady Chapel. The plans 
for the new additions were drawn by the Accounting Warden--Major Walter 
Loring Webb--and the carrying out of the whole undertaking was due to the 
indefatigable labors of the Rector--Father Smith. The beautiful marble 
Altar with Reredos and Credence to correspond, the Choir Stalls and Pulpit 
were also the gift of the great Benefactress of the Parish--Mrs. Spong. 
fter the new Chancel was completed many memorial gifts were made by members 
of the Parish, completing all the necessary ornaments and furnishings for 
the Chancel and Lady Chapel. 


The Altar and Reredos are of ivory white French Champville marble. The 
Altar itself is 9 feet in length and is built with 3 gradines, shortening 
toward the center, where a tabernacle surmounted by a handsome Tudor 
Gothic Dome resting on graceful columns of the same kind of marble. 


The Reredos is a separate structure, built close against the wall. It 

is perfectly plain at the base and above the gradines is a tier of grace- 
fully chisled arcading and over all a course of Tudor cresting with 
Finials of the same order, giving the effect of lovely lace work done in 
marble. This structure is 12 feet wide and th feet from the floor of the 
Sanctuary. 


in June, 1919, the Fiftieth Anniversary of the founding of the Parish was 
celebrated, and on New Year's Day, 1921, the Fiftieth Anniversary of the 
opening of the Church for public worship. In connection with the cele- 
bration of these Anniversaries a Fund was started for the purpose of re- 
novating the Tower of the Church, which grew in a few years to $3,000. 

The wooden battlements and pinnacles on the Tower had become so badly 
weather beaten that it was absolutely necessary to have them taken down, 
and the Tower was thus shorn of its dignity and proper proportions. There 
were not, however, sufficient funds on hand at this time to begin the work 
oi restoration. 


In the String of 1925 Father Smith tendered his resignation as Rector 

Of the Parish. It was finally accepted with much sorrow and regret, 
Father Smith had served the Parish with unstinted devotion for sixteen 
years, more than twice as long as any prcvious Rector. During that time 
he had not only added to the material fabrics of the Church property, but 
had also increased the Membership of the Parish from a handful of people 
to about 400 communicants. When he came to St. George's he found à.Parish 
of an extremely Protestant type, but in the years of his Ministry here he 
accomplished the remarkable task of raising the standard of Churchmanship 
and bringing the full Catholic faith and practice. Not only was the cere- 
monial introduced little by little, but the Mass was made the chief service 
of every Lord's Day; the daily Mass was instituted; the fast before 
Communion faithfully observed; the Sacrament of Penance was duly taught 
and practiced by a large number of people; the Blessed Sacrament was 
perpetually reserved; devotion to the Blessed Sacrament increased and 
finally the service of Adoration and Benediction was introduced. These 
were all great spiritual results of the faithful labors of Father Smith, 
Which, we pray, may never be lost to the Parish. 
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In September, 1923, the Rector, the Rev. Clarence A. Grayhurst 

assumed charge of the Parish. On the evening of All Soul's рау, 
November 2nd, 1923, he was instituted as Rector by the Bishop of the 
Diocese--the Rt. Rev. Philip M. Rhinelander. This was the last official 
act of the Bishop before his resignation of the Diocese took effect a few 
days later. During the Rector's tenure of office the Church Tower has 
been completely renovated, having been built up with stone battlements 
and pinnacles, and the old wooden windows replaced with handsome stone 
windows at a cost of over $6,000. An electric blower has been attached 
to the Church organ--to replace the water motor which had out lived its 
usefulness. The exterior of the entire Church property, including the 
Church, Parish House and Rectory have been pointed through a generous 
labor of love on the part of Mr. John Miller and our Sexton--Miles Washan. 
The Sacristy was thoroughly renovated by these same men. 


During May 1927, Major Webb drew up plans for the building of the North 
' Wing on to the Parish House. It was estimated that the cost of carrying ` 
them out would be slightly over $10,000. 


A meeting of the Congregation was held on Sunday May 15th at which time 
the subject was explained in detail, and while the majority of those 
present and voting favored the proposition, it was suggested that the 
Parish be canvassed so that every Parishioner could have an opportunity 
to express their feeling in the matter. 


Rev. Clarence A. Grayhurst resigned as Rector of St. George's on August 
ziet, 1927. 


Following Father Grayhurst's Rectorship it was arranged with the Order 
of the Holy Cross. for Father Whitall, О. Н. C. to come to St. George's 
as Priest-in-charge until a permanent Rector could be chosen. 


After long consideration the name of the Rev. Vincent Fowler Pottle, 
à curate at St. Mark's had been placed before the Vestry meeting as a 
suitable person to be Rector of the Parish. Оп a motion of Mr. Roy A 
Barlow, seconded by Major Webb, Father Pottle was unanimously elected 
Pastor òf St. George's Church, to take charge on or before the first 
Sunday in Advent 1927. : 


On October 13th, 1927, а letter was received from the Bishop relative 
to his approval of our selection of Father Pottle. 


t was agreed to rescind the motion creating the Endowment Fund and in 
place to create a fund to be known as the Church Sinking Fund, in which 
all money received by bequest, donation or demise should be deposited 
in said fund. 


On Wednesday October 3, 1928, St. George's entertained the Convocation 
of West Philadelphia, the first time in 14 years. 


At the annual Parish meeting on April 21, 1929 it was stated that the 
following things had been done during the past year; a new blower system 
was installed in the Rectory, a new hot water boiler was installed in 
the Rectory, new prayer books were given for use in the Church, Parish 
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House Basement was put back in good shape and the Stations in the 
Church were painted. | 

During the Summer of 1929, the inside of the Church was painted апа 
new lights added. 


In November 1931, Mr. Arthur Mitchell left to go to Theological School 
to study for the Priesthood. He was the first one from St. George's to 
study for Holy Orders. 


After serving as Rector of St. George's for 7 years Rev. V. A. Pottle 
resigned in june 1924. 


Fr. Dickinson took charge for the summer months beginning July 1st, 1924. 


Rev. William Iven Edwards was contacted by Mr. Roy A. Barlow about tne 
position as Rector of St. George's and accepted the position in September 
1954 and his first Mass was held on the first Sunday in October. 


At tnis time extensive repairs and improvements were made to the Rectory 
through the generosity of Mrs. Spong. During 1939 the Church was painted 
and the roof repaired. On August 3, 1939, the Church Tower was struck 

by lightning in a severe electrical storm and had to be repaired. A new 
heating system was installed in the Rectory in 1940. In 1941 the broken 
Church windows were repaired. In 1942 two new flags were given to the 
Church and are now on each side of the Altar, one is the American Flag 
and the other one is the Episcopal Church Flag. 


It was agreed by all on October 14, 1943 that we award the contract for 


а new pipeless heater to the Holland Furnace Company for the rear of 
the Church. 


On Sunday Evening June 15, 1944 during a bad storm the Tower of the 
C-urch was struck by lightning and caused damaze to one of our steeples 
of the tower, also put our lighting system out of commission. The damage 
was estimated at $690. for repairing the Spire and Roof of the Tower also 
a bill of $51.50 for repairing wiring, etc. caused by the storm. | 


194,6 was the Diamond Jubilee year of our beloved Church. 75 years ago 
St. George's Church held its first public service. That was on New Year's 
Day 1871. 


Jur observance of the Anniversary centered around St. George's Day, our 
(oth Patronal Festival. Тһе main feature of the celebration were as 
follows; On Friday May 3rd, Bishop Remington visited the Parish and 
administered Confirmation. A large class was presented, 


On Sunday, May 5th at 11 A. M. the Mass was of the Solemnity of St. 
George. The Preacher at Е 15 Mass was the Rev. Г. Niblo who at one 

time was connected with this Church. There were Masses for Holy Com- 
munion at 7:50 and 9:50 A. M. At 8 P. M. there was a Service of Solemn 
Evensong. The Preacher was the Rev. F. Mitchell, Rector of St. Mary's 
Church, Wayne, Pa. There was special music and a procession at both 
services. 
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On Tuesday, May 7th at 8 P. M. there was a seating Eveiing in the Parish 
Houre. The Congregation, friends, and former members of pc Georrc'!g 
were invited to attend. 


S~. George's was nost to the Catholic Laymen's Union on June 6, 1950. 
The Kitchen in the Parish House w:s renovated by the men.

On July 18, 1954 Father Edwards celebrated his 25th Annivers sary of Priest- 
hood There was a large attendance at the Mass of Thanksziving anc again 
in the evening at Benediction. 


On February 20, 1955 it was a feeling of sadness that the Rector announced 
the retirement of our Organist and :Choir..Director: Mr. Arthur.E. Jones. 
Mr. Jones had served St. George's for 14 years avd had been extremely 
conscientious and loyal. Like the Postman--it can be said of him-- 

neither snow nor rain, nor heat, nor night has stayed him from his appoint- 
ed duty. 


Begi^ning October 2, 1955 on the first Sunday of еас- month there will 
be only one Mass гла that will be 9 o'clock.

Harry Davis, Accounting Warden gave a short but brief message on 
N vember 13, 1960 pertaining to the financial standing of our Church. 
With the starting of our Every Member Caivas his main idea wes in trying 
to get enough increases in pledges so we could cut our Diocesan't Aid 
in half. | 


On December 6, 1960 Harry Davis renorted that due to the amou t of in- 
creoscs in plecges we nave applied to the Diocese for one-half t:e 
amount of aic we have been receiving. 


In 1961, the interior of the Rectory was given a going over; the first 
and second floor were given new wallpaper, the walls were scraped and 
all broken plaster was repaired. 


New cellar doors have been installed at thc entrance to the Church base- 
"ent on the Parish House side. 


An auxiliary fuel tank was donated by J. E. Kunkel and installed in the 
base~ent of the Church. 


St. George's Church formed a Men's Club on June 7, 1961. During the 
summer months members of the Men's Club painted both thc outside of the 
Churc^ and the Parish Hou:e. The Church windows were painted silver gray 
ond t.e Church doors were given another red coat of paint. The Parish 
House painted Bucks County Red. The kitchen in the Rectory was also | 
painted. боме of the Church windows were screened to prevent breakage. 


At the September meeting of the Ladies Guild-Rectory Fund Society it was 
voted that the Guild be discontinucd. This decision followed by lengthy 
discussion:because of the small nvmber of members. 


Following the 11 A. M. Mass on Novesber 19th, Mr. Harry Davis gave us a 
short but important message, dealing with our financial sta;ding and our 
Every Member Canvas also stating that he thinks we should drop the Di- 
ocesan Aid and be on our own in the coming year. The Vestry agrecd 50 
starting in 1962 we will be on our own. 


Bishod Armstrong came to us for Confirmation on Sunday, Marcin 11, 1962 
at 11 A. M. It was the first time the Bishop came to us in the morning 
and it was a moving experience to have Confirmation in conjunction with 
the Hich Mass. | 


During the Summer months, the women of the Church met at different ho ес 
and formed a Club, which is now called St. Martha's Guild. 


On Tuesday October 9th a Boy Scout Troop #657 was formed under the leader 
ship of Mr. Horace Langford, Scoutmaster and Mr. Howard James, Assistant. 


In 1963, St. Martha's Guild sponsored the newly organized Girl Scout 
Troon. 


Оп June 11, 1°63 the broken windows in the Church Tower were checked 
and sealed tcmporarily with tin.

The Boof of the bell towcr was repaired. 


After the Palm Sunday Service in 1964, the Church floor was painted a 
tile red by members of the Vestry. 


The Church bell which had been vibrating and had loosened up was fixcd 
and is now ringing again on Sundays. 


The Church roof had new shingles put on, replacing the ones that had 
bcen loosened and blown away, also a new rainspout w.s put цо on the 
.Cedar Avenue side of the Rectory., 


The ord front porch of the Rectory which was in bad shape was torn 
down and a new one of cinder block was put up in its place. The Rectory 
was then painted by membere of the Church. 


In Decembcr Father Edwarcs entered the Wills Eye Hospital for an eye 
oneration(detached retina). Father Williamson and Father Halfhill, 
Acsistant Priest of St. Alban's Church have b'en filling im. Гот. hir. 


Father Fox took the Christmas Eve Service, 


Father Edwarcs returned to the Rector; on December 26 to convalesce 
at home. 


On March 14, 1965, it was with a деер sence of gratituce to Almighty 

боб that Fathcr Edwards returned to the Altar and is again aile to have 
vue wonderful privilege and joy of celebrating Holy Mass and acminister- 
ing tne Blessed Sacrament to his Parish Family. 


On Tuesday May 18th Father Edwards left for Nashotah Ноцге, Naskotah, 
Wisconsin at which time the Degree of Doctor of Divinity was conferrcd 
on Aims 


Father Edwards met with the young girls and boys aftcr High. Mass on 
Sunday November 28th. The purpose of the meeting w-s for adv-.nce train- 
ing and exploring the various ways in which our y ung people can parti- 
cipate in tho work and worship of the Church. 


During the past week the following improvements have been made--extensive 
repairs to tne Organ; new lighting in the Sanctuary, Church and Lady 
Chapel; new glass door on the Church sign in front of the. Church and a 
refrigerator for the Parish House kitchen. 
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On February 27th, 1966, the Girls Friendly Society under the leader- 
Ship of Miss Billie Watson was formed. | 


In 1966 a new sign pertaining to the Church Services on Sunday and 
during the week was put up in front of the Parish House. | 


The windows in front of the Parish House were repaired and the Church 
deers were repaired. | 


Due to the severe snow storm on Christmas Eve, both the Christmas Eve 
and Christmas Day attendance was small. 


In 1967, the Church roof was repaired and the Church floor wus painted 
during the summer. — | 


Mr. Robert Briggs donated а new set of rugs and placed them in the 
Sanctuary. | 


On Saturday January 27, 1968, three of our men boarded up and painted 
the windows on the west wall of the Parish House. This is the large 
window behind the drop curtain on the stage. As a result of tis we 
should find the Parish House more comfortable and it should take less 
fuel, tor heat dt. 


A kitchen sink мас donated by Mr. Wilbourne Willis and has been in- 
stalled in the Parish House. 


Through Mr. Nurse we were able to obtain a gas range from the Yeadon. 
Community Center and its Custodian for the Parish House, since ours 
was starting to need parts. 


An expression of appreciation was extended to Mr. & Mrs. Kenneth Green 
for the gifts of the beautiful red carpet on the steps and floor of the 
Pulpit. Also a very pretty gold sculptur:d rug for Father Edward's 
study. 


In January 1969, the leak in t^e roof over the Sacristy was fi:cd. 


During the montn of March the broken windows in the lower part of the 
bell tower was repaircd; repairs to the stone work near the onirance on 
t'e Sout side of the Church was also made; two new copper tubes were 
installed at t'e top of the rain spouts at the front on the north and 
south side of the Parish House. 


A pair of attractive Holy Water Stoups are now located in the Church 
Porch--one on each side of the entrance to the Church. They are a gift 
of Mr.& Mrs. Wesley H. Martin. 


On Толе lst, it was reported that for the past several weeks the atcend- 
ance аса o*fering have fallen off. At the present time there is a back- 
loz of unpaid bills including a large part ‘of the past winter'a fuel bill. 


In July Father Edwards wrote a lettcr concerning the state of tne Parish. 
In res»onse to thet letter the sum of $800.00 was received. 


During September ve lost one of our most faithful and devoted workers 
of the Church, Mics Mary Mc. Mahon. Her loss is deeply felt. 
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On January 11, 1970 our financial situation was again discurced and ways 
to eti-ulate a better financial ressonse from the Parish oners. It wc: 
decided to make visits to our Parishioners regarding their 01.95.58, es- 
оссіа11у t ose. in arrears. 


A mectins was ‘eld on April 27th at 7 P. M. to discu:s St. George's 
Centennial. It vas agreed by those who atte:ded that we have a booalet 
mace up on the history of the Parish and have an Anniversary Af'air in 
tnc varich House and a Banquet at Mc.Callisters.

Tne side door of tre Church that had been sagging was repaircd ano the 
Basin `n tie Sacristy wes fixed.

On May 2h, 1970 the following committees were formed for our 100th Anni- 
versary: Anniversary Book Committee, Banquet Comrittee, Entertainment 
Committee and the Reception Committee.

January 1, 1971 marks the 100th Anniversar; of St. George's Church and 
tne beginning of cur Centennial Year. 


The Christmas offering for the year 1970 was one of the largest we have 
had for some -time--it. amounts to $1100.00, plus. 


The St. George's Centennial Anniversary Service and Ка“ Ту Eucharist was 
well attended and a good breakfast was served by the Entertainment 
Committee. 


we are all now looking forward to that part of our Centennial observance 
to take place in connection with St. George's Day (April 23rd) and to 
the. Centennial: Banquet. in. May. 


We conclude this little booklet with a deep sense of gratitude to Al- 
прес су God for guiding and sustaining St. George's Church through this 
100 years of its history. We thank Him for all His blessings, especially 


for the benefits which have been bestowed upon us through the Ministry of 
this parish Church.

with their lips but also in their lives. 
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ST. GEORGE'S SANCTUARY 


During the year 1917 plans for the enlargement of the church build- 
ing, the necessity of which had been keenly felt for some time, began 
to materialize. The present choir, sanctuary, and trancepts were given 
as a thank offering for the life and work of the Rev. John James Rowan 
Spong by his wife. The work began in the summer of 1917, and on June 
end, 1918, the new adcit‘on was consecrated by Bishop Rhinelander. This 
was one of the greatest undertakings ever accomplished at St. George's 
and gave to the Church a choir and Sanctuary Of noble proportions and 
exquisite design, which can scarcely be excelled; also an Organ tran- 
cept end Lady Chapel. The plans for the new additions were drawn by 
our present Accounting Warden--Major Walter Loring Webb--and the carry- 
ing out of the whole vndertaking was due to the indefatigable labors 

of the Rector--Father Smith. The beautiful marble Altar with Reredos 
and Credence to correspond, the Choir Stalls and Pulpit were also the 
gift of the great Benefactress of the Parish-Mrs Spong. After the new 
Chancel was completed many memorial gifts were made by members of the 
Parish, completing all the necessary ornaments and furnishings for the 
Chancel and Lady Chapel. 


ST. GEORGE'S ALTAR 


The Altar and Rerdos are of ivory white French Champville marble. The 
Altar itself is 9 feet in length and is built with 5 gradines, shorten- 
ing toward the center, where a tabernacle surmonted by a handsome Tudor 
Gothic Dome resting on graceful columns of the same kind of marble. 


The Reredos is a separate structure, built close against the wall. It 

is perfectly plain at the base and above the gradines is a tier of grace- 
fully chisled arcading and over all a course of Tudor cresting with 
Finials of the same order, giving the effect of lovely lace work done 

in marble. This structure is 12 feet wide апа 14 feet fro» tie floor of 
the Sanctuary. 


THE CHANCEL WINDOW 


The wincow is in place at last. Of its beauty there is no need to speak 
to any one who has seen it. But there are some of our people who have 
not yet seen it, and many of our friends who will not be able to see it 
for some time to come, so that it will not be amiss if we attempt a 
description of it here. 


The subject is "The Heavenly Sacrifice" as spoken of in Hebrew 1х:24-26. 
"For Christ is entered..into Heaven itself, now to appear in the presence 
of God for us...to put away sin by the sacrifice of Himself." Апа the 
symbolism is drawn from tre marvelous descriptions given in the Book of 
Revelation of St. John the Divine. 


The ground work of the whole window is wrought in "deep mysterious blue," 
the color of the heavens and suggestive of the contemplation of divine 
things. | 


The central figure is, of course, our Lord. He stands upon a bank of 
clouds of purple, crimson and gold. He is clothed in the white and gold 
vestments of a priest for He is "called of God and High priest", and 115 
priesthood is an eternal priesthood, for "Thou art a priest forever after 
the order of Melchisedech." (Heb. v, 6 and 10). And round about Him 

are seven candles (Rev. i, 13.). But the candles give no light. 


All the figures in the window are illumined by tne radiance of the 

Lord Himself, for in Heaven "the city had no need of the sun, neither 

of the moon to shine in it: for the glory of God did lighten it, and 

the Lamb is the light thereof" (Rev. xxi, 23). Then in the sacred Hands 
and Feet are seen the wound prints of the Cross. For so is the vision 
"T behold, and lo,..in the midst of the elders, stood a Lamb as it had 
been slain" (Rev. v, 6). The meaning is, of course, that as tne body 

of the sacrificial.lamb bore the marks of the sacrificial knife, so our 
Lord's glorified Body in Heaven bears the marks of His sacrifice on the 
cross. So He is, "Himself the Victim and Himself the Priest." 


Around the Lord are some of the elders or saints, representative of the: 
"Ten thousand times ten thousand 
Tn sparkling raiment bright, 
The armies of the ransomed saints 
That throng the steeps of light." 


On our Lord's right and nearest to Him is our Lady t5e Virgin Mother in 
robe of blue, for "for she kept all these things and pondered them in her 
heart" (St. Luke ii, 19.) In her hands she bears her crown for she is 
ever Queen of all the Saints, although she is with all the others kneel- 
ing in adoration of the common Lord. 


At the right of the Blessed Virgin and a little below, is St. олп the 
Divine and the "one whom Jesus loved" into wnose care He gave His Mother, 
as He hung dying on the cross. In his hand St. John has a book indicative, 
of his rank as an Evangelist. 


Next below is St. Peter, leader and ‘spokesman of the apostolic band. Не 

to whom it was given to make the great confession, "Thou art the Christ, 

the Son of the living God" (St. Matthew xvi, 16 ). In his hand are seen 

the keys the usual symbol of his office, for it was to St. Peter that our 
Lord first promised the power of the keys, (St. Matthew, xvi, 19), which 
promise was aftwards given also to the rest of the Apostles (St. Matthew 

xviii, 18, and fülfilled on the evening of the first Easter Day (St. 

John xx, 22-23.) 


Next, and kneeling at our Lord's feet, we see St. Mary Magdalene, the 
great penitent, in purple robe as is fitting. She wo loved much because 
much forgiven. In her hand is her usual emblem the alabaster box, out of 
which she poured the precious ointment over our Lord's feet (St. Luke 
vii, 36-50). 

Then on the other side of our Lord we see first of all St. George the- 
Patron of tne Parish. Some there are wh say that St. George never was, 
or if he was, we know nothing about him. Well, we know where he was 

born and when and where he died. His history has been written before in 
these pages and we need not repeat it. But we know further that under 
his benner the armies of England won many a battle in days past as in 

the war just over. And we know that by his intercessions many blessings 
have come to this perish. And because of these things and all the 
chivalrous and saintly deeds for which he stands, we are proud to be 
uncer his patonage, and he rightly finds a place in our window. Не bears 
the usual emblems of shield and sword. 


Next to 8t. George we sec the blessed child-saint St. Agnes. This 

sweet saint was tempted in ways almost beyond belief to deny her Lord, 
and when she was forcibly dragzed to the altar of Vesta and bidden to 
offer thereon a few grains of incense, she put out her hand and made 
instead the sign of the holy cross. She was beheaded A. D. 305. St. 
Agnes bears in her right hand the palm of her martyrdom, and in her left 
arm the lamb, significant of the purity which justifies her name. This 
Saint of thirteen years old has ever been ranked in the church as a model 
of virgin grace, second only to the Blessed Virgin Mary, Mother of God. 


Next below is St. Stephen, the protomartyr, one of the seven deacons, 
whose wonderful witness for our Lord and consquent martyrdom is so vivid- 
ly described in Acts vi and vii. St. Stephen is represented here as is 
customary, clad in the calmatic of his of ice and in his hand some stones 
signifying the manner of his death. 


Then by the «ide of St. Stephen, a little below, we see St. Athanasius, 
the great Archbishop of Alexandria, and the champion of the faith. It 
vas Athanasius who, when but a deacon, defended the honor of our Lord's 
divinity against the heresy of Arius. And we have a memorial of this 
great saint in the anthem commonly called the Nicene Creed, which we 
delight to sing i» the solemn celebration of the Holy Euchrist. In that 
creed we confess with St. Athanasius that our Lord is of "one substance 
with the Father" as against the teaching of Arius that he was of "like 
substance," This saint is marked by the Mitre which he holds. We could 
not very well leave out such a great character from our group of repre- 
Senatitive saints could we? 


Immediately in the foreground in »osture of adoration are the two Arch- 
angels, St. Michael the warrior Archangel on the right, and opposite to 
him St. Gabriel, the messenger of God. Then above, in the tracery are 
cherubs and the angels with censers who offer the incense with the prayers 
of the saints (Rev.viii, 4). At the very top is the conventional Agnus 
Dei, the generally recognized sacrificial emblem of our Lord, ¥ith Alpha 
and Omega, one on either side. 


Springing from the clouds on which our Lord stands and eneircling all 
he figures in the main panels of the window, unifying the entire com- 
posit'on, is a glorious rainbow, as described in Rev. iv, 3. 


Below, i^ the predellas or little panels at the base, are two lovely 
little pictures. The one on the right of the wincow represents the 
Offering of Isaac. The angel is seen staying the father's hand and be- 
hind is seen the ram caught in the thicket(Gen. xxii). This is the great- 
est type in the Old Testament foreshadowing more clearly the offering of 
the Only Begotten Son of God on the Cross. 


On the opposite side is depicted the meeting of Abraham with Melchise- 

dech, King of Salem, who brought forth Bread and Wine and blessed the 
Patriarch (Gen. xiv, 18-20). An Old Testament foreshadowing of our 

Lord's Hish-priesthood, and typical of the Holy Communion (Gen. xiv, 18-20. 
In the middle predella, directly under our Lord, is the text given above 
(Heb. ix, 24-25), beautifully illuminated and done in old English lettering, 


Placed, as it is, above the Altar, this beautiful window ought to help 
us realize more than ve do the oneness of the Eucharistic Secrifice of 
the Alter, which He "has commanded us to make" with the Sacrifice of 
Himself which Our Lord as our great High Priest is forever presenting 
before the face of His Father and Our Father in Heaven.

The style is that known as 
English Antique, and the makers, Messrs Albers-Kornhauser & Co., have 
shown marvelous skill in the arrangement and blending of colors. It is 
very devotionsl in character. 


The vnve:iling and blessing of the window took place on the morning of 
Septuagesima Sunday, a large congregation being in attendance. 


This window marks the completion: of the things undertaken for the Parish 
by.our.gracioug benefactress, Mrz.
